to wave half a hundred little American 
flags. 
That 1* the scene presented to the 


visitor in any public schoolroom in 
'America on Washington's birthday or 
flag day or any other occasion of a pa- 
triotic program. 


America owes its flag pledge to Kan- 


sas. It was written by a Kansas boy 
and Inspired by a Kansas woman 
Here is the story: 


A little more than twenty years ago 


Mrs. Lillian A. Hendricks ol Cherry- 
Tale, Kan., was an untiring worker In 


I the Women's Relief corps, an auxiliary 
of the G. A. R, and held the office of 
patriotic instructor to the Cherryvale 
organization. The mother of two boys, 
she wanted them to grow up with the 
spirit of her ancestry, which led bstclc 
to John Cary of Revolutionary wa? 
fame, and she entered upon her duties 
as patriotic instructor with enthusiasm. 
She followed the custom of her official 
predecessors in visiting the schools 
and talking to the pupils about the 
glories of the country and its tradi- 
tions. But she went farther. 
8b$ in- 


duced the principal of the high school 
to set aside a recitation hour, during 
which the sixteen members of the class 
of 1890 wrote their ideas of their debt 
to their country and their duty to its 
government. 


One member of the class was Frank 


E. Bellamy. His tribute impressed Sirs 
Hendricks so much, when it was gath- 
ered up with the others and sent to her 
for inspection, that she preserved it. 


With 1898 came the Spanish-Ameri- 


can -war, and one of the first to volun- 
teer his services to the country was 
Frank Bellamy, then twenty-one years 
old. 
He Joined the Twentieth Kansas 


infantry as a member of the regimental 
band and went to the Philippines, 
where he remained until the Kansas 
fighting* force returned to the United 
States and was mustered out. 


But In the meantime, in 1S99, with 


the fervor of patriotism which the war 
with Spain aroused, came the decision 
of a conference of representatives of 
the patriotic organizations of the coun- 
try that a pledge of allegiance was nec- 
essary to Inculcate a love of country 
in the generations to come. Through 
out the states the submission of suit- 
able sentiments was invited, and the 
W. R. C., through its state departments 
and they through local corps like the 
one at Cherryvale, took it up. Mrs. 
Hendricks, whose love of the Stars and 
Stripes was something very much like 
worship, thought at once of the pledge 
of allegiance written by the high school 
boy who now was with Uncle Sam's 
fighting men across the Pacific, and she 
submitted it to the national committee 
which was to make the selection. Out 
of thousands upon thousands of manu- 
scripts which reached the committee 
and were read and passed on, the pledge 
of Frank Bellamy was chosen as the 
one expressing In fewest words and 
strongest phrases the loyalty of an 
American to his flag and to the land of 
his birth or adoption. So It came to 
pass that the Kansas boy author of the 
flag pledge" is numbered with Francis 
Scott Key, author of "The Star Span- 
gled Banner;" Joseph Rodman Drake, 
author of "The American Fla;*;" Dr. S 
S. Smith, author of "America," and oth- 
ers from whose pens have come undying 
expressions of fealty to our country. 


Frank Bellamy returned from the 


Philippines shattered in health by his 
stay In the tropics. It is an Interesting 
fact that he knew nothing of the adop- 
tion of his pledge of allegiance by the 
patriotic societies of America until Mrs 
Hendricks told him when he arrived in 
his home town. 


"We are proud of yon, Frank," she 


said, "and the national W. R. C. has 
passed a resolution thanking you for 
writing It" 


The boy flushed. "It didn't express 


half what I tried to write," he said. 


The physicians who examined him on 


his arrival home found that the white 
plague already had him in its grip and 
ordered him to the ttountfjtas. He went 
to Colorado, and, since he could no long- 
er follow music as a vocation, he took 
up art, for which he also had a talent, 
and, 
his own mother havlag died, he 


looked to Mrs. Hendricks for advice and 
corresponded with her throughout his 
residence in the west 


Mr. Bellamy never recovered his 


health, but his last days were made 
easy because of the fact that through 
Mrs. 
Hendricks' efforts he obtained a 


liberal pension as a Spanish-American 
wmr veteran. He died In Denver March 
81, 1915. His body was taken to Cher- 
ryvale and rests in Fairvlew cemetery 
there, not far from the shaft which 
mark* the grave Of Mrs. Hendricks.— 
Kansas City Star.

way some 17,000 feet lip Into the Ar- 
menian sky and looks down on the 
lauds of the "czar, the sultan and the 
shah," although so truly the rallying 
point, as It were, for the Armenian 
people, is quite unknown to the native 
Armenian by this name.

THE STORY OF COOP^RSTOWST. 


Told by Ono Familiar with Its Ro- 


mance and It* Hlstorj. 


The annouficement made nearly two 


years ago that a new history of Coop- 
erstown was ahortly to appear elicited 
more than uiual Interest, and tnU in 
great measure became It wa* known 
that the author was Rev. Ralph Bird- 
sail, rector of Christ church and doubt-

regaidlng the early and recent history 
of the -village. 
An earlier book by 


Mr. Blrdsall, whjch may have been 
the germ from which the later one 
was evolved, was "Cooper and Christ 
Churchyard," published several years 
ago. 


The new book, which is called "The 


Story of Cooperstown," ha» Just been

while the facts are in so very many 
homes we give in reality less. He di- 
vided the child's life into four per- 
iods: Infancy, from 1 to 6; childhood, 
from G to 111; adolescence, from 12 to 
10; youth from 16 t 
21 yearn. 
He 


emphasized that each period is marked 
by curtain well denned physical and 
mental traits, and that those parents 
and teachers w«ho tail to know and 
appreciate these characteristics and 
to rccoRnue them in dealing with the 
child, will utterly fail. 


The lecture, of which the above is a 


most unsatisfactory epitome, followed 
the Children's hour, when the Junior 
Chautauqua £*>\e a song cycle, in the 
place of the pageant which the. weath- 
er very largely had prevented from pre- 
paring.

OUR FOREIGN BORN 


They Amount to Only a Seventh 


of the Whole Population. 


GERMANS IN THIS COUNTRY, 


More Than Eight Millions of Our Peo- 


ple Are Nativee ef the Fatherland ei> 


y Ar» Descended From Them—Inter- 


esting Immigration Facts. 
"Doting tie last quarter of m ctntory 


there ha* be«o a startling falUnc off in 
tbe percentage ot Germans in tie total 
number of Immigrants who hare 
to our shores," eays * bulletin of the 
Xational Geographic society. "With 
more than 17,000,000 Immigrant arriv- 
als since 1890 only 1,023.000 hare been 
Germans, whereas) in the 114 y«ar» be- 
tween the establishment of the Ameri- 
can republic and 1690 out of a total ot 
10.689,000 immigrants there were 0,125,- 
000 German*—every third arrival « 
Teuton. 


"If from the 1,023,000 who hare corn* 


to America since 1800, the period ot 
greatest Influx Of foreigners, a proper 
deduction la made for those who re- 
turned to their home land and those 
who havo died since their arrival It 
will bo seen that there are fewer than 
a million former subject* of the kaiser 
In this country who have not been here 
more than twenty-six years. Of more 
than 8,000,000 people of German birth 
and immediate ancestry among as less 
than 1,CXX),000 fall to have the bads- 
ground of birth or long residence in 
America behind them. 


"An examination of the statistics of 


American immigration shores that since 
the foundation of our government tho 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland has contributed 8,400,000 of her 
people and Germany more Uian 6,000,- 
000. Ireland, with more than 4,000,000; 
Great Britain, with ft little less than 
4,000,000, and Scandinavia, with some- 
thing less than 2,000,000, have, together 
with Germans, contributed more than 
half of the total immigration to our 
shores since the beginning of the Hev- 
olutionary war. 


"Austria-Hungary stands next on tb« 


list of contributors to the immigran 
stream that has flowed from Europe t' 
America. Although Austro-Hungarian 
began to Immigrate in considerable 
numbers only when the arrivals from 
western Europe had begun to fall'off 
sufficient have come from the dual mon 
archy to populate the state of Texas 
to Its present density. Italy has sent 
us enough of her people to duplicate tho 
population of Montana, Wyoming, Ida 
ho, Oregon, Nevada, Utah, Colorado 
Arizona and New Mexico. 


"The Kussians who have come to our 


shores number 3,419,000. They could 
replace one-half of the population o: 
New England. 


"Although the people of foreign birth 


constitute only one-seventh of the coun 
try's population they contribute nearly 
one-fourth (22 per cent) of the arm 
bearing strength of the nation. At the 
last census many of the states had a 
greater number of foreign born mon 01 
arm bearing age than they had of na- 
tive ancestry citizens, among them Mas- 
sachusetts, Khode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, VTisconsin, Min- 
nesota and North Dakota. 


"Taking the states where those of for- 


eign birth, and their sons together con- 
stitute a major portion of the men be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty- 
four, it will be found that the list in- 
cludes the above named states and the 
following: New Hampshire, Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan, South Dakota, Nc- 
sraska, Montana, Idaho, Arizona, Utah, 
Nevada, "Washington and California— 
in all twenty states. We have consid- 
Tably more than 20,000,000 men of mil 
itary age in the United States, 


"Another striking fact of our immi- 


gration situation is the unusual pref- 
erence of the foreign born and their 
children for the cities. Of the 85,000,- 
XX) foreign stock whites living in the 
United States approximate!} 23,000,000 
ive in the cities. In only fourteen of 
ie fifty leading cities of the country 
do the whites of full native parentage 
constitute as much as half of the total 
population. Only one-fifth of the total 
xjpulation of New York and Chicago is 
of native white ancestry. Less than a 
bird of the population of Boston, Cleve- 
and, 
Pittsburgh, Detroit, Buffalo, San 


Francisco, Milwaukee, Newark, Minne- 
apolis, Jersey City, Providence, 
St 


?aul, Worcester, Scranton, Paterson, 
Tall Elver, Lowell, Cambridge and 
Bridgeport are of native ancestry. 


"Conditions have played some curious 


pranks in the distribution of the immi- 
;rant population in the United States. 
Jore than two-thirds of the Germans 
Ive between the Hudson and the Mis- 
sissippi and north of the Ohio. The 
same Is true of th« Austrians, the Bel- 
gians, the Hungarians, the Dutch, the 
talians, the Russians and the Welsh. 
Vew York, Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
ey have 47 per cent of the Austrians, 
35 per cent of tho English, 30 per cent 
if the Germans, 64 per cent of the 
Hun- 


garians, 45 per cent of the Irish, 58 per 
cent of the Italians, 56 per cent of the 
Russians, 22 per cent of the Dutch, 31 
per cent of the Scotch and 46 per cent 
if tha Welsb In the United States."

USING A MEDICINE DROPPER. 


Th« More Slanting It I* Held the Big- 


ger the Drop* Will Be, 


When using a medicine dropper it Is 


Important to use It correctly, especial- 
ly if measuring out drops; of gome 
powerful medicine like atrychnlne, 
morphine or arsenic, for dropa vary 
widely In their size. 


Dr. B. P. Garrow of London recently 


reported to the Lancet the results of 
some experiments be had made with 
a medicine dropper and a simple solu- 
tion. He measured the solution very 
carefully and then took it all up Into a 
medicine dropper, from wMcb. he turn- 
ed It, drop by drop, holding the drop- 
per at different angles and counting 
the drops as they fell. 


With the dropper held vertically (at 


an angle of 80 degrees with the hori- 
zontal) Its contents made 100 drops. 
Held at an angle of GO degrees its con- 
tents made eighty-two drops; at 20 de- 
grees they made sixty-eight drops, at 
10 degrees they made sixty drops, and 
held horizontal they made only forty- 
eight drops. 


In other words, the drops become 


progressively larger as the dropper is 
moved from the vertical position. A 
drop from a dropper held at an angle 
of 50 degrees is one-quarter larger than, 
normal; thus, if the nurse bas to give 
sixteen drops and holds the dropper 
slanting she Is really giving twenty. 
And the more slanting the dropper the 
bigger the drops.

UNPERSEATACTICS 


Scene In a Submarine When 
an Attack Is Planned. 


WATCHING FOR THE SIGNAL 


A Dramatic Moment After th» Enemy 


It Located Until th* Rang* I* Found 
and the Red Lightt Fl»ih the Order 
to Fire the Deadly Torpedoet. 


A submarine is a -laze of machinery. 


Unlike any other ship, she has two sets 
jf driving engines—one oil and the oth' 
tr eleetrie-snd she is built with the 
Dlcest regard for weight. 


First let us say something about the 


Kigines. They are the most important 
part of the boat 


At first gasoline engines, like those 


nsed on automobiles and motorboats, 
were installed In submarines. The Ger- 
m*n4 had them In some of the subma- 
rines that they used in the beginning 
of the war. We, too, used them. But 
18 the gasoline engine was made bigger 
to meet the demand for Increased pow- 
er and speed It literally broke down. 
The Diesel engine had to be used. It 
was Invented by Rudolf Diesel, a Ger- 
man engineer, while he was a student. 


In the Diesel engine air is sucked Into 


the cylinder and subjected to such pres- 
sure by the piston that it becomes in- 
tensely hot Then a little oil is squirt- 
ed In. At once the oil vapor Ignites 
and the mixture of oil vapor and high- 
ly compressed air expands with explo- 
sive suddenness. The Diesel Is the most 
efficient type of engine ever invented, 
utilizing as It Coea about 80 per cent of 
the energy In the fuel as contrasted 
with only 13 per cent In the best steam 
engines. But It also uses air. In other 
words, It breathes. When a submarine 
Is under water the crew must keep 
tllve by breathing what air they can 
obtain from tanks. They hare enough 
for not more than thirty-six hours. 


So It becomes necessary to equip a 


submarine with electric motors fed by 
ttorage batteries. As soon as a sub- 
marine dives the breathing Diesel en- 
gine Is cut out and the electric motor 
iwltched In. 


Like the policeman's In Gilbert's 


long, the life of a submarine aallor- 
)nan Is not a. happy one. The quarters 
ire necessarily so cramped that it is 
Ilfflcult to provide ordinary ship com- 
fort*. • The officers have cots and the 
crew hammocks for Bleeping. In our 
new boats iceboxes are provided, so 
that f^esh meat and vegetables can. be 
lerved. In addition, there is a dry 
(oo4. supply sufficient for five days. At 
>«a the crew la put on a dally fresh 
water allowance. To bathe the men 
Bmst Jsmp over the side. 


Even when the boat la running on 


tb« surface the ventilation Is poor. 
SWrproprletor ot a New Tork sweat- 
khopYwho did not provide his workmen 
with) any more air than the men in a 


submarine breathe -would b« attested 
When the boat 1» •ubmerged the nau 
•eating- oil odor, the battery furaaa an< 
the vitiated air exhaled from a score o 
lung* make one wonder why every one 
is not sick. As a matter of fact, sea 
slcknes* produced by these conditions 
Is common enough. 


What is the scene within a snbma 


rine when an attack is made? A. Get 
man officer of the T-26 gave this ac 
count of an attack en an unnamed 
British warship: 


"The boat is cleared for action. The 


flagpole is taken down. Part of the 
bridge is folded up and lashed. The 
periscope 
is elevated. 
The hatch 


through the combined bridge and con 
ning tower Is tightly closed. The mo 
tors cease their endless song. 
From 


now on electricity will drive us unti: 
we rise to the surface again. 


'A young lieutenant Is posted at the 


periscope and looks for the enemy 
The sailors take their position near the 
torpedoes. 
The interior of the boat 


is lighted with two smull electric 
bulbs. They do not Clear the gloom. 
Everywhere is the smell of stale oil. 
It is impossible to speak with the din 
of the machinery and of the inrtishlng 
water. 


'From time to time the officer In 


command of the torpedoes looks at big 
watch, which he wears on his wrist, 
or at the compass. Intently the men 
all watch a signal board in front of 
them on the side of the boat. Sudden- 
ly we start to forget the heat, the foul 
air, the discomfort. In small luminous 
letters the word 'Attention' flashes up 
on the board. The commanding officer 
grasps the lever which wiU release the 
3rst torpedo. The men prepare to 
:aunch the second as soon as the first 
s discharged. Half a second later anil 
the red letters on the board say 'Fire! 
The lever 19 Jerked, and the torpedc 
leaps out 
There is a short metallic 


click and the noise of the water rush 
ng Into the empty tube. The second 
torpedo is at once Inserted. 
A few 


seconds later and the interior of the 
submarine looks as before the attack 
>egan. 


"But what of the first torpedo? "We 


lear only the noise of the motors. We 
wait. 
Nothing happens. 
Then sud- 


denly we are all thrown la a heap by 
he shaking of the boat. Then, the 
>oat rolls 23 before. The regular pur- 
ring of the motors Is heard. We are 
on our way home. The attack suc- 
ceeded."—Popular Science Monthly.

INTO FOOD FACTORIES 


Some Used For Canning Clams 


and Making Vinegar—What 


a Colorado Firm Did, 


F. J. Haskln told In the Chicago Dai- 


ly News what lias become of some of 
the breweries In states that have gone 
dry. They ore used for canning clams 
malting vinegar, handling dairy prod- 
ucts, as «fld storage warehouses, mak- 
ing artificial ice, meat packing, making 
yeast, dry cells, sonp, chemicals, mov 
Ing picture films, paints, varnish, and 
"everything rrom Ice to berry juice." 


One has become a hospital, and an 


other a church. The Coors brewery ai 
Golden, Colo., was famous for its size 
and its beer, but nothing could save i 
against the dry wave. So one of the 
Coors brothers took over the plant ana 
la now doing a thriving business in 
malted milk. Another brother had pre 
pared himself as a chemist to follow 
the brewing Industry, and when that 
became Impossible he undertook to 
help his father out In an Investmeul 
that seemed to be going wrong. There 
was a clay deposit out there, an'd a 
company had been formed to make ta 
bleware from it, and the old gentleman 
had put quite a pot of money Into the 
Industry. 


But things were not going right. The 


man who started the business had wan- 
dered away, and there were problem; 
In research that cad not been mastered 
yet. Now, from ferments to clay is 
quite a jump for a chemist, but If hi/; 
grounding Is good the difficulty Is half 
overcome before he begins. 
At all 


events after the Junior Coors got fairly 
started In the work the troubles began 
to fade away. They are now turning 
out a grade of laboratory porcelain that 
will make the German ware hard to In- 
troduce again In this country after the 
war Is over. Beer seems to be an In- 
dustry of many turnings. It built Yas- 
ser college and endowed it, among oth- 
er things.
